The TAMBURITZANS concert was a successful ®^ ent that 
supplied a great evening for everyone who attended. e program 
was delightful and the reception was a super kolo par y. e 
evening was our major effort to raise funds so tha we can 
continue functioning as an organization. 

It has been brought to my attention that many of our readers 
are not familiar with the Veseli Seljaci organization. 
Therefore,, I asked John Britz, one of our members and a retired 
English professor from San Jose State University, to write a 
description of the makeup and activities of the Veseli oeljaci. 
The following is his description: 

•■The Vesel i Seljaci Cultural Club is a non-religious, non- 
political , non-profit, self—supporting cultural and educational 
group, composed of the Veseli Seljaci Tamburitzans, an adult 
tamburitza group, and several youth groups: the Santa Clara 
Valley Junior Tamburitzans (both a tamburitza group and a 
Jugoslav folk—dance exhibition group, composed of teenagers; and 
several younger kolo (folk-dance) and tamburitza groups. The 
chief purpose of the Veseli Seljaci groups is to perform, teach, 
and generally promote the culture of the Jugoslav peoples, 
chiefly the kolo dances and the tamburitza musical instrument. 

The groups perform not only at their awn concerts and 
picnics, but for various other groups. For example, the Veseli 
Seljaci Tamburitzans recently played at Stanford University for a 
meeting-reunion of the Danubians, a group of tourists who have 
made several tours through Jugoslavia on cruises on the Danube 
river. The Veseli Seljaci also played for the Serbian Easter 
festivities at St. Sava Serbian Orthodox Church in Cupertino, and 
for the annual Jugoslav night dinner at the Elks Club of San 
Jose. Veseli Seljaci Tamburitzans has also played and sung the 
Tamburitza Mass for the Slavonic Mutual and Benevolent Society of 
San Francisco, a mass never before heard in northern California. 
The Santa Clara Valley Junior Tamburitzans have played and danced 
at Disneyland and at two of the National Junior Tamburitza 
Festival in Denver and Cleveland. 

Future events include the release of the fourth record made 
by the Veseli Seljaci Tamburitzans, a picnic to be held on 
September 3 at Napredak Park in San Jose, and a boat cruise on 
San Francisco Bay sponsored by the Santa Clara Valley Junior 
Tamburitzans on October 19. 

At all of these events you may be sure there is always 
plenty of food and drink, and a lot of tamburitza music and kolo 
dancing.

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nick’s story

The following is a special interview with noted local 
Restauranteur NICK DERPICH on March 9, 1985. I spent a 
very pleasant afternoon with NICK and his lovely wife, KATIE 
and if I could only express the enthusiasm and the twinkling 
of his eyes as he spoke, then could I do complete justice to 
NICK’S STORY. When NICK speaks, the sun shines and for those 
of you who know him, you understand just what I mean. 

NIKOLA DRPIC (the e and h were added later to satisfy the 
American pronunciation) was born to Nikola Drpic and Lucia 
Mladinic on the island of Brae in the town of Pucisca. His 
father was Nikola and being that NICK was the baby and there were already 7 boys and 1 
girl, his father decided that this would be NIKOLA and he woulc 1 be the end of the line. 

NICK was born 85 years ago in November, in this town of Pucisca which has traditionally 
been the stone-quarry center of Yugoslavia. The white island stone has been exported 
for centuries throughout Europe and the United States. As a matter of fact, NICK 
remembers when the white marble was imported from Pucisca to the City of San Francisco 
for the Bank of America at Powell and Market Streets. He knew several of the men 
working on the project and was very proud that a part of his hometown came to San 
Francisco with him and is still very much a part of that famous and exciting City. 

NICK saw 5 of his brothers go into the service and to war in 1916 and since he was 
yet too young for this, he was left behind to help the family and to continue his education. 
He had been an altar boy in the church and received much of his education at the seminary 
near the church, thinking at one time that he wanted to become a priest. 

As the war continued, NICK decided in 1920 to leave Pucisca and to seek a future else¬ 
where. He met with a friend and decided to go north to Trieste which would mean crossing 
the Italian border. Since he had no passport, this had to be done very carefully. He 
talked a friend, who was a sailor on a ship, into hiding him until they reached Trieste. 
NICK spent the day and night hidden under the mattress (stramats) on the friend's bunk. 

Being a smaller, young man sure helped NICK at this time though it really didn’t cure the 
discomfort he suffered on the trip. His friend and several others, brought him some food 
to tide him over until the ship reached Trieste. Once they arrived at the port, NICK 
became just one of the many sailors who wanted to go into the town for some sightseeing 
and so no one questioned him. 

Upon reaching Trieste, NICK found one of his brothers who had been living there for 
some time, and told him of his hopes of going to America to join their other brother, 

Martin in Watsonville. The brother gave NICK some money that Martin had sent and told 
him that Martin had said if any one of the brothers ever reached America, they should 
come to him in Watsonville. NICK and his brother went to the docks and after saying 
their sad farewells, NICK was able to get aboard one of the ships bound for America 
securing a job as a waiter for the 21 days from Trieste to New York. He was very lucky 
not to have suffered any seasickness but said that the family had had a small boat on 
the island of Brae and he had gone out sometimes when the water had been rough so he 
felt somewhat experienced being on the water. One of the passengers travelling aboard 
the ship was Mrs. Leonardich. She sat at one of NICK’S tables throughout the trip. 

She told NICK that she was going to Watsonville, California in America and NICK told 
her that he would see her in Watsonville when he got there, if he got there.

When the ship docked in New York Harbor, 
the waiters had to help clean the dining 
area and kitchen and polish the silver¬ 
ware and ready everything for the next 
occassion. They were docked for three 
days when the waiters were given $21.00 
apiece for the three days work while 
docked. If NICK wished to stay aboard 
ship and travel back to Trieste, he would 
then be paid for each day of work that 
he had done while on the ship. This 
didn't excite NICK too much and so he 
decided to stay in America. He and another 
fella went to a small hotel near the ship¬ 
yard and stayed until NICK could send a 
wire to his brother Martin in Watsonville. 
Now, when NICK sent the wire to his brother, 
he didn't sign his name to the telegram. 

He simply said he was here in America, 
gave his address and asked Martin to please 
send him some train fare from New York and 
he signed it, "Your brother". 

NICK received a wire back from Martin 
asking which brother wants the money. 

NICK promptly sent another wire saying 
it was him, NICK, whereby his brother 
sent him a ticket for trainfare but 
nothing extra for food or necessities. 

And so began the long journey to 
Watsonville for NICK and his friend from 
the ship. 

As luck would have it, NICK'S friend 
had the address of some people in Chicago 
and so they proceeded to visit these 
people during a long lay-over in that 
city. Here, they were welcomed and 
treated to a delicious meal and a basket 
of food to keep them fed on the xvay to 
California. These people had been friends 


of friends in Yugoslavia. They also slipped each 
of the boys a few dollars apiece and wished them 
well on their journey. Such was the consider¬ 
ation and hospitality for the newcomers by the 
"earlier settlers". 

This anxious trek took 5 long days and four 
long nights on hard benches with no sleeping 
berths. NICK and his friend took turns sleeping 
so that their possessions wouldn’t be stolen 
in the night until they both realized that the 
only possessions they had were the clothes on 
their backs and thus had nothing.to worry about. 

Upon arriving at the Watsonville train depot, 
NICK had 50 cents in his pocket and thought to 
save that for a ride into town to reach his 
brother Martin on East Lake Avenue. When he 
finally met with Martin, his brother asked him 
and his friend if they were hungry. NICK replied, 
"Well, I think I could go three or four times to 
communion," meaning that he had gone without 
food for quite awhile. 

NICK and his friend settled x*ith Martin xvho 
was staying at a ranch on East Lake Avenue 
with Nick and Mandina Vlahovich. Mandina 
(Novakovich) Vlahovich x*as my paternal grand¬ 
mother's sister and she and her husband ran a 
boarding house for several of the young men who 
had come from the Old Country. The men x^orked 
in the orchards and paid for the sleeping quarters 
and for their meals. Mandina had come from the 
same town of Pucisca several years earlier and 
knew NICK and Martin's family. The ranch was 
across from x^hat is now Oliver Realty on East 
Lake Avenue and what was the Franich ranch. 

Martin took NICK to x^ork in the apples on 
the Old Santa Cruz Highxvay x^ith about four or 
five other fellas to pick apples. NICK spoke no 
English and so he picked apples for awhile and 
made apple boxes. The second year he picked

apples on San Juan Road on the Thompson 
Ranch. After doing this for two years, 

NICK told his brother Martin, n This is not 
for me. If I was going to do this, I 
could have stayed home in Pucisca. n While 
in Yugoslavia, NICK had been working in Split 
as a waiter for the priests at the seminary 
and liked the indoor atmosphere and so he 
left for San Francisco and whatever it held 
for him. 

When NICK arrived in San Francisco, he 
found a restaurant on the corner of Fourth 
and Market Streets which was a basement 
restaurant. The place was very classy and 
NICK was hired to set tables. He knew how 
to do the work well, but he still didn’t 
speak English. 

He recalled one time when a customer came 
in with a party of several others and asked 
NICK to bring him the worchestershire sauce. 

NICK was dumbfounded and couldn’t imagine what 
the man wanted So he ran and hid.behind one 
of the pillars in the dining area and kept 
busy doing something else. The customer then 
called to another waiter and asked him what 
was the matter with the little fella hiding 
behind the pillar. All he asked for was the 
worchestershire sauce and the little guy ran 
away. The other waiter promptly got the sauce 
for the customer and then went to where NICK 
was hiding. He explained to NICK that the man ■ 

only asked for the worchestershire sauce and 

he showed him the bottle. The other waiter r F']U 0 * \L 7 r%c W/o *0 *7-111 ** 

spoke Slavic to NICK and to this day, NICK * HaX WES W cllSORA 1116 

says he has never had any trouble remembering 
what worchestershire sauce looks like. 

After relating that story, NICK thought of 
another and told of when he came back to 
Watsonville once, he worked at Jim’s Lunch. 

One day a fella came in and asked NICK for 



bacon and eggs crisp. NICK thought to himself, 
"What the heck is crisp?" So NICK runs to 
the cook and yells out exactly what the 
customer had said, "Bacon and egs crisp." 

When the order was ready, NICK asked the 
cook, "Where is the crisp?" The cook of 
course thought NICK was a little bit crazy 
and told him, "Can't you see? The bacon is 
-fried crisp (pofrigo)." Such were the 
beginnings of NICK DERPICH, Restauranteur.

BELGRADE AT PEACE 
By IRENE STRAZICICH 

For the first time in recent times, Belgrade 
has had peace and freedom uninterruptedly for a 
period of forty years. Belgrade’s history dates 
back 2,300 years. The present name dates back 
to the ninth century. Before that, from the 
third century B. C., the city was called 
Singidunum. In these years the city was destroyed 
and rebuilt about thirty-six times. Traces of 
its many invaders and builders survive to this 
day. 

On October 20, Belgrade celebrated the 40th 
anniversary of the city’s liberation after World 
War II. It was the beginning of reconstruction 
after three years of Fascist occupation which 
began April 6, 1941 when Hitler attacked Belgrade. 
By the war’s end, one-third of the city’s housing 
had been destroyed. The population was reduced 
from 320,000 to 270,000. Now it has a population 
of one and a half million. 

Over the past 41 years, construction of new 
housing has gone continually, espeically in New 
Belgrade of 190,000 people. Hundreds of apart¬ 
ments have been constructed. Belgrade is proud 
of its parklands. There are 56 parks, a few 
forest preserves and the city’s streets are lined 
with trees. They are justly proud of their 
"green city".

Belgrade is a city of young people who 
account for one-third of the population. 

76,000 of them study at the University of 
Belgrade and twenty-two other schools of higher 
learning. Since the city has had such’a tur¬ 
bulent past, it has a rich cultural heritage. 
The city has 49 museums, art collections and 
galleries. Many cultural events take place 
in Belgrade such as the Belgrade Music 
Festival, the Belgrade International Theatre 
Festival, the International Children's 
Festival, and the International Film Festival. 

So Belgrade with the same problems as 
other cities of the world is looking to the 
future, but while doin so, it doesn't forget 
its past. This year they are celebrating 
the liberation of the city and take pride in 
what they have accomplished during their forty 
years of freedom.

1-1/2 cups chopped onion 

1/3 cup butter or margerine (1 stick) 

2 cups grated sharp cheddar cheese 

2 tsp. tabasco sauce 

4 eggs, beaten 

3 cups soft bread crumbs 

1/4 cup melted butter or margerine 

Wash zucchini well; cut into 1/2 inch 
cubes, set aside. Saute onion in the 1/2 
cup butter until limp. Combine zucchini, 
onion, cheese, seasonings and eggs, mixing 
well. Turn into 2-1/2 quart buttered 
casserole. Combine bread crumbs and melted 
butter, sprinkle over zucchini mixture. Bake 
uncovered, in 325° oven for 1 hour. Makes 
8 servings.

From the Polish newspaper "STRAZ", May issue 
sent to me by YACO member, WALTER ZUROWSKI 
comes news of Slavic celebration. The annual 
St. Sava celebration brings many people together 
in a friendly mix of Americans of Serbian, 
Croatian, Slovenian, Montenegrin, Macedonian, 
and Bosnian backgrounds. Kolos are started 
and everyone gets in the mood to sing and dance. 
In just five minutes 8 to 10 concentric circles 
are dancing around the floor. Everyone is 
laughing and dancing so that the floor seems 
to be vibrating the whole building. This seems 
to be general feeling when many others have 
gathered at various times at similar parties 
in the Polish, Russian, Ukrainian and other 
East European communities. 

The St. Sava celebration in Seattle starts 
with a traditional meal in the downstairs 
dining room of Serbian Hall. 

Many dances are held by the Polish and the 
Russian Orthodox. The music is made up of 
Old World - tangos, waltzes, some traditional 
ballroom dances from Old Russia. When an 
elegant, older gentleman approaches your table 
with a flourish and a bow, inviting you to 
dance, you are transported to another time in 
America - if not in Europe.

In Enumclaw and Renton, Washington, 

Slovenian polka parties abound. The 
Grandaddy of them all is the big 
Croatian summer picnic. This celebration 
became so large that it outgrew the one 
park and had to be moved to a larger area. 

8 pigs and 8 lambs are put on a huge 
rotisserie at 3 or 4 a.m. By noon, 
Yugoslav-Americans have come from all over 
the state to celebrate together. The women 
spend long hours baking all sorts of pastries. 
Five or six different groups are invited to 
play music for all to enjoy - usually 
me ’’starting” a tamburitza ensemble imported 
from Chicago or somewhere else in the Midwest. 

It is utter joy, but it also reinforces 
a stereotype that East European-Americans 
like to eat and drink a lot, like only folk 
music, and are not at all sophisticated. In 
fact, folksy events are only a fraction of 
their cultural history, yet ethnic organ¬ 
izations have a hard time presenting some¬ 
thing deeper and more absorbing in drama, 
literature, music, or history. 

Many of the various cultural groups 
have been active in library and museum 
acquisitions, establishment of professor¬ 
ships. Many people consider their cultures 
and histories so seriously threatened that 
they send their children to summer culture 
and language camps. 

The Polish Hall has most recently 
presented two contemporary plays, most 
recently "The Immigrants," by Slawomir 
Mrozek. 

One of the serious results of a generally 
narrow focus on activities is neglect of 
local histories, Oldtimers pass on, their 
stories unrecorded. Documents and photographs 
are not pulled into community archives.
